William White was born in England about 1565. He apparently 
converted from the Church of England to Puritanism and shared the 
travels of the Puritans prior to their coming to America. He 
married Susanna Fuller, July 1, 1612 in Leyden, Holland, with the 
Rev. John Robinson officiating. 

Willam and Susanna had one child in Holland and came to 
America on the Mayflower. William signed the Pilgrim's agreement 
for government of their new colony. William died in Massachussets 
March 14, 1621 and Susanna married Edward Winslow Jr. May 12, 
1621.
